Committee of the State Farmers In­

The enormous loss to the farmers 
of Texas the past Benson, by under­ 
grading and underpricing of cotton, 
and closely associated therewith, the 
activity of c<»rt«»in l«Vd.*rnl ’tod Oth**r 
agencies, seaming y not in sympathy 
with the movement bv the farmers to 
secure profitable 
prices 
for 
their 
products, will receive consideration at 
the meeting. 
Various organizations, including the 
Texas Chamber of Commerce, the A. 
& M. College Extension Service, ihe 
Bankers Association, the Texas In­ 
dustrial Congress, 
and 
tho 
Farm 
Demonstration Agents, have, at var­ 
ious times and 
places, outlined pro­ 
grams for the farmers; thus indicating 
that they regard as paramount their 
material well-being. 
Therefore, it 
would appear timely, that the farm 
era themselves get together and give 
some expression 
a s to what may be 
good for them, and how to get it. 
It is hoped to 
make the coming 
meeting a great one, not only in point 
of numbers attending, but as well in 
its bearing upon the vital questions to 
be considered, 
and influence in at­ 
tracting attention of the business and 
political world to insistant demands 
that the interests of farm producers 
shall receive more consideration than 
in the past.

Under the best of 
conditions the cost of cither TNT or 
nitric acid is about two and one-half 
the cost of ammonium nitrate. 
But 
the United States was wholly depend­ 
ent upon Chilean nitrate of soda as a 
raw material for ammonium nitrate, 
with the exception of a small produc­ 
tion of nitrogen from the coking of 
coal. 
The Chilean supply was 4,500 
miles away from New York City by 
way of the Panama Canal, and the 
route byf way of the Straits of Magel­ 
lan Is nearly twice as long. 


A Record Building Operation. 
Shortly after the war began In Eu­ 
rope the German government entered 
Into the fixation of air nitrogen for 
military explosives on a vast scale. It 
was not, however, until the fall of 1917 
that the United States government 
took It up. 
The Ordnance Department asked Mr. 
W ashburn’s company to organize a 
subsidiary corporation, known as the 
Air Nitrates Corporation, with Mr. 
Washburn as president, to act as 
agent of the government for the con­ 
struction and operation of the air ni­ 
trates plant at Muscle Shoals, Ala­ 
bama. 
This corporation provided the 
designs, erected the equipment in the 
chemical plants and supervised all the 
other work. 
It also operated 
the 
camp, the town and the plant. 
Other 
work Is sublet to several of the hest 
known organizations in the United 
States. 
Westinghouse Church Kerr 
Company built the plant buildings, the 
camp, the permanent city and utilities 
The J. G. White Engineering Corpora 
designed and built th** nitrate 


ing.

The Christmas letter, a classic of It* 
kind, Is aa follow s: 
“Dear Friend—Another little child 
has shriveled up and died. 
••The mother, creeping hack, gaunt 
and cold, from the desert, has put 
down the thin little bones with those 
that strew the road and ha* sunk be­ 
side them, never to rise again. 
“Only a little child and a mother 
mn on the bleak Armenian ro a d ! 
But 
what Is that vision hovering there and 
what Is that voice the cold winds bear 
to tile ears of our souls—‘I was hungry 
and ye gave me no m eat; I was naked 
and ye clothed me not.’ 
"Today—yes, today—while we are 
preparing 
our 
gifts 
for Christmas, 
many more of these little children 
not a hundred nor a thousand, but 
2-50,000 of them—are still wandering 
uncared for and alone In that dead 
land, ‘their weakened skins clinging In 
fear to their rattling bones,’ and they 
are crying nut with gasping breath, ‘I 
nm hungry, I am hungry!’ 
And the 
voice of one who watches us as we 
prepare gifts to celebrate his birth­ 
day comes again to the ears of our 
souls- T nm hungry! I ain hungry!! I 
pm h ungry!! I* 
"Now, the children and the mothers 
In Armenia are dreading the winter. 
•Just human remnants they are, not 
protected, many of them, from the ele­ 
ments by even the dignity of rags. 
The most favored have merely shred­ 
ded rags.’ 
How shall we sing our 
Christmas songs and laugh and light 
the candles and give beautiful gifts 
while that pleading voice cries in the 
ears of our souls, ‘I am naked and cold 
—naked and cold?’ 
"Hut we con feed and clothe these 
perishing ones—some of them—before 
It is too late. 
Herbert Hoover has ca­ 
bled from the Cnucivntt, ‘It is Impossi­ 
ble that the loss of 2004)00 lives can at 
this day he prevented, but the remain­ 
ing 500.000 can possibly he saved.' 
They need not starve and freeze and 
die if we will save them. In the name 
of him who saw' the multitude ‘as 
sheep not having a shepherd and was 
moved with compassion toward them,’ 
who 
exclaimed 
when 
his 
disciples 
would turn them away, ’They need not 
depart, give ye them to eat!’ open 
your heart and purse and give to 
these Christian* whom he loves, who 
are suffering for him and with whom 
tie Is suffering. 
They need not die. 
Give ye them to eat. 
"Fifteen dollars a month will pro­ 
vide food, clothes, shelter and educa­ 
tion toward self support for one or­ 
phan child. 
"Ten dollars a month will provide 
focal, clothes and shelter for one or- 
j hun child. 
"Five dollars a month will provide 
food for one orphan child. 
"He fed 5,000 hungry people in the 
Wilderness and said to his followers, 
•The things that I do shall ye do also, 
and greater things than these shall ye 
do.' 
Today nearly 800.000 destitute 
Armenians—his people 
need food and 
clothing. 
"Ile took little children In his arms 
and blessed them. Today will you take 
one or more of these sail, cold, hungry 
little children of Armenia into your 
arms and heart In his name and give 
them food and warmth and life? 
"W hat a Joyful Christmas it will be 
when with your songs and your laugh­ 
e r y»u hear a voice of wondrous 
sweetness jpeaking to you, ‘O, ye 
blessed of my Pattie*, I .vas hungry 
and ye gave me meat, I was naked amt 
ye clothed me; inasmuch as ye have 
done it to these, my brethren, ye have 
done it to me.’

Exiled From Home*. 
Since the beginning of the war the 
Turkish Armenians have been largely 
refugees from their homes. 
A simple 
agricultural people, they have been 
exiles from their farms, deprived of 
ail opportunity to support themselves. 
Year by year their sufferings have in­ 
creased. 
Now, a year after fighting 
has ceased, they are still living the 
life of nomads, able to continue to 
keep alive only by virtue of American 
philanthropy. 
These homeless people—“filthy infi­ 
dels” lo the Turk—were good euough 
to exert their poor might in our be­ 
half while the war was still in the 
balance. 
Massacres of a half century 
had not so broken their spirit that 
they dared not tight for right and for 
democracy when Justice was the issue. 
We accepted their aid then. 
Surely 
we shall not puss them by without 
compassion now. 
The day has passed when any self 
respecting man dares permit absorp­ 
tion in his own personal affairs to ex­ 
clude consideration of his neighbor's 
well being. 
No honorable man eau 
knowingly allow his neighbor to bun­ 
ger or to go unclothed. 
The Christian 
peoples of the Near East are our 
neighbors. 
The money needed to re­ 
lieve them can be spared without 
causing any man, woman or child in 
the United States to suffer. 
. Must Not Rest on Past. 
In other >cars of our own free will 
we sent missionaries to Turkey.

have played a wonderful role in hu­ 
manizing that dark spot In the world 
Our ideas, our educational resources, 
our material equipment, have been 
leaden in the Near East, 
Because we 
have done well in times past we have 
this great opportunity for the present 
The Armenians have been treated aa 
perhaps no people in history have been 
treated because they are the spiritual 
brothers of western races. 
Will America help them? 
Them 
can be but one answer.

If ever unmerited 
suffering called for succor the plight 
of the Armenians should be heeded 
now.
